NEW ZEALAND. 

Mr. Marsden’s second visit to. Vew Zealand. 

Mr. Marsden’s first visit to New Zeal- 
and, was from Nov. 19, 1814, to March 
23, 1815, when the first settlement was 
formed, at the Bay of {slands. 

Despatches have arrived, containing 
full details of Mr. Marsden’s second visit. 
His intercourse with the Natives, in vari- 
ous quarters, and particularly ia a journey 
westward from the Bay of Islands quite 
across the Island to the western coast, 
Was most encouraging. Their villages 
are numerous and populous, and all are 
eager for the residence of Missionaries u- 
mong them. A new settlement has been 
formed at the Bay of Islands, on a large 
portion of land, consisting of 13,000 a- 
cres, situated at Kiddcekiddee, and pur- 
chased ef Sihunghee for 48 axes! 

Mr. Marsden’s visit was, with reference 
to the settlers, highly seasonable. Seri- 
eus evils had grown out of the practice of 
carrying on private trade with the ship-| 
ping which put into the Bays which itis 
hoped will not occur again, ag Mr. Mars- 
den drew up very peudent regulations on; 
shis subject, to which the settlers fully as- 
sented 


the River Thames; which shews what 
temporal good hath been already accom- 
plished. 

Difficulttes have, indeed, been very 
great and many ; but they have not pre- 
vented the work from going on. Every 
thing has succeeded better than the most 
sapguine hopes could have warranted us 
to expect, in such a new and important 
undertasing, 

1 understand that the Natives have kill- 
ed two of the Horses for trespassing in 
their gardens. The Horses were very 
iond of Sweet Potaioes, and reoied them 
up very much, as they ran at large — 
These are the chief food which the Na- 
tives value; and I am not surprised tha: 
the Horses were killed. ‘hey have been 
suffered to run where they pleased for 
four years. Had the settlers fenced off a 
point of land for them, they would then 
have done no injury, and the Natives 
would not have molested them The 
young Natives who are pow with me at 
Parramatta are much distressed at this 
circumstance, as they are very fond of 
Horses. Since they have been with me, 
they have learned their value in all agri- 
culiural purposes. I have promrsed to 
send them so.ne more, and to give them 
ito ther own charge, and theg I shail be 
sure that they will take care of them.

From these communicstions, a further 
insight will be obtained into the character 
ot the Natives, and the situation of the 
settlers among them. 
We shali first extract Mr. Marsden’s 
statements -— 


I am happy to say (he writes) that ail! 
our undertakings have been crowned with 


success. More we could not expect to be: 
done, in the time, than what has been 
Jone. I think there can be no doubt but 


that the ultimate obsect will be attained 
in due time; and the Soctety will heve 
the satisfaction to know that they have, 
throuzh the divine bicessing, planted the 
Gospel, and established the arts of civiil- 
zation, in a country and in the midst of a 
people, that will rise in importance a- 
mong civilized nations, IM proportion as) 
knowledge Is diffused among them. 

Yhe jocal situation of the Islands of | 
New Zealand, the climate, soil, natural) 
productions, and inhabitants, are all ta-| 
vorable for missionary labors ; and | firm-| 
ly believe that the time is come for the 
Gospel to be preached tothem. 

To promote this object has been my | 
strongest inducement tor remaining to} 
this day in New South Wales. While 1; 
see the divine bleSstng attending our en- 
deavors for the benefit of the Heathen in 
these Islands of the South Seas, | feel a} 
satisfaction which I cannot express, and 
which suppresses every murmur ln the 
day of trouble. 

When the Active returns from this 
VOyage, it 1s my intention to send her a- 
gain as soon as I can to New Zealand, 
and to make the Bay of Islands her sta- 
tion. When the weather will admit, she 
will put to sea, and kill whales. By this 
means, if she should be successful, much 
of her expenses will be covered. This 
plan will also iend very greatly to increase

to flourish among them, schools may then 
be maintained at a very little expense.

You will see trom the four young men 
leeterree, Towrow, and Tow- 
reea—what their national character 1s, 
what are thelr abiliies, and what their dis- 
position: f-rall that [ have seen are very 
similar, ia tnost respects, to these young 
men. heir reasoning faculties are 
strong and clear, and their comprehen- 
sion quick. When once they attain a 
true knowledge of the Scriptures, they 
will improve very fast, and may then be 
ranked with civilized nations. Their im-

‘received the last time. 


Muskets and gunpowder I disapprove 
of, as they tend to inflame the warlike 
spirit of the natives. Saws, spades, hoes, 
and axes will civilize them, and induce 
domestic and commercial habits; will 
give them something to eat and to sell, 
and will prepare them for receiving the 
gospel. The settlers may plough and 
preach ; they will then make @ happy na- 
tion of them. 

The two young men, Towrow and Towreea, 
mentioned in the preceding extract, were com- 
ing to England in the Claudine, but both died on 
the passage, of the effects of fever, caught whiie 
the ship lay at Batavia. 

On the subject of private trade, to which we 
have above alluded, Mr. Marsden addressed to

Lucas John is about 49 years of age ; 
and states, that, by the blessing and grace 
of God, he has, for the last ten years, at- 
tended to the concerns of his soul. Jo- 
seph John, about 23 years old, has, since 
the age of filteen, known the things De- 
longing to his peace. 

Their native town is Chosrabad, in the 
Province of Hedesbegan, in Mesopota- 
mia. It contains about 700 inhabitants, 
who are all of the same community with 
themselves. 

They are the offspring of ancient Jew- 
ish Christians, and are now 
greatly under the government of Persia. 
Formerly, when under a Turkish Pasha.

lebriz, these poor Chrisuans have been 
treated ina most intolerant and cruel 
manner ; and have had to pay heavy tax- 
es, beyond their aimity. Two sons of 
fuucas John have been seized, and threat- 
ened to be made Mussulmans; but Mr 
Armstrong, residing at Tebriz, has be- 
come security for the payment of 1000 
Rupees ; 500 of which are elready col- 
lected, the rest still wanting.

The Choctaw nation is divided 
into three principal districts, with a head chies 
jover each. In September last one of the dis- 
tricts, in a council called for the purpose, voted 
| unanimously to appropriate $2400 annually, for 
| seventeen years, for the support of a school i 
| said district. In March, another district ap- 
| propriated the same sum, to be expended in c- 
| qual parts for the support of a school and 
| blacksmith’s shop in their district. And in 
| June, the chief captains of the district in which 
| Elliot is situated, gave $2000 annually for six- 
teen years, for the support of that school. The 
‘appropriation will not be realized before anoth- 
er year, as the annuity for the present year had 
previously been ordered on in goc 1s. 

It is worthy of notice, that these appropria- 
| tions have been made at a time when there was 
/a peculiar scarcity of funds to carry on the 

work. These will certainly enable us to ex- 


|} tend our operations further than we could have 
| done without them.

| These appropriations, will of themselves, be 
| very inadequate to forming the new establish- 
ments. A very considerable sum will also be 
required at Eiliot, for t .e expenses of the cur- 
rent year.

ter, from which we make the following extracts :— 
New-Onrveans, 2d Sept. 1820. 

The Rev. Mr. Learned is no more! His fever 
took an unfortunate turn on the third day, and 
fourth. It was the day (‘Thurs- 
day) appointed by the Presbyterian chureh for a 
thanksgiving. On Sunday he gave notice that 
he should preach on that day. He was taken ill 
on Sunday night: was pronounced out of danger 
on Tuesday afternoon; his mercury had taken 
eflect, and every symptom was favourable; the 
black vomit commenced on Wednesday, and on 
Thursday evening, at 10 o’clock, he wasa corpse. 
He retained his faculties, at intervals, to the last 
mement. Ifever this city was visited by a public 
calamity ; ever sustained a loss whica cannot be 
supplied, it is his death. He tormeda congrega- 
tion ; succeeded in building a churchwhen it had 
been despaired of, and had warmly attached to 
him hearts that to ordinary attractions are per- 





fectly callous. His remains were carried to his 
church, where the Episcepal service was read o- 
ver them by the Rev. Mr. Hull, and were then 
carried to the fatal Swainp,; about50 persons 
followed him, (this is a great number at this sea- 
son,) and many a tear from many a rugged fea- 
ture showed how deeply ther mourned him. He 
was, indeed, a mau whom no personcould know 
without loving; and, ** take him allin all,’ New- 
Orleans never can and never will, *“*look upon 
his like again.” He had been offered a very large 
salary in Baltimore, but thought it his duty to 
refuse it; and remained in this place, to fall an- 


He 
died on his birth day, aged twenty-four years.

REVOLUTION IN PORTUGAL. 
MADRID, AUG. 31, 1820. 

By an express which has arrived at this Court 
from Corunna,which place it left en the 28th inst. 
we learn the following news of the Revolution in 
Portugal; that it was commenced in Oporto and 
its provinces by the Portuguese troops, who pro- 
claimed the Constitution, and whatever the Cortes 
might institute, and their august sovereign Don 
John the 6th ; that several other garrisons had 
followed this example ; that D. N. Barros, a Por- 
tuguese Co]. of the 9th Reg. of infantry, had ta- 
ken command of the province of Minho, Gen. 
Wilson, who commanded there, having been dis- 
placed ; that all the offices held by the English 
had been given to natives; and finally that the 
liberty of the nation had been proclaimed at Lis- 
bon, and the authorities arreste d, after some 
bloodshed. 

It is said that they have adopted the Spanish 
Constitution.

In Savannah, the deaths from the 1st to the 
20th of Sept. were 147. ‘thirteen deaths oc- 
curred on the 25th, and five were reported on 
the 2lst,atone o’clock. A letter of the 20th, 
received at Charlesten, says—** the adjacent 
country has not heretofore been considered 
healthy; but such is the miserable state of our 
city that no place can be found of equal danger, 
and many are removing in that divection--For 
the last four days, the deaths average more than 
at any former period, alihough hundreds are 
daily leaving the place. A grea: number have 
started for your city, but a cruel east wind de- 
tains them at Tybee, where ten outward bound 
vessels are now at anchor,”

Extract of a letter from Mr. Shaw, Methodist 
Missionary nm Africa, Sept. 2, 1819. 

Persons unacquainted with missionary stations 
in this remote part of the world, may be led to 
wonder what preachers of the gospel have to do 
with the secular affairs of life,—with ploughs, 
Wazons, granaries, &c.
